REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims in the instant application have not been rejected using prior art because no 
references, or reasonable combination thereof, could be found which disclose, or suggest, an 
apparatus comprising a jamming retainer as set forth in claim 49 and wherein the jamming 
retainer has a recess adapted to complement a shape of the ligament as set forth in claim 49. This 
feature is important in order to permit a snugged fit between the jamming retainer and the 
ligament. It is noted that the U.S. Pat. 6,264,694 to Weiler discloses an apparatus similar to the 
one of the current invention, however, the jamming retainer 10 of Weiler does not have a recess 
adapted to or having the ability to complement a shape of the ligament as required by claim 49 of 
the instant application. Moreover, what Weiler has is a jamming retainer 10 with recesses 
structures formed by surfaces 20, 22; walls 30 and 32 ; and ends 34 and 36 (see Figures 1-3); 
and wherein "the recesses provide clearance for suture passing through the bore thus enabling the 
diameter D to equal the diameter of the bone tunnel with which the device is to be used causing

suture to be squeezed between the implant and the tunnel wall" (see col. 2, lines 53-57). Also, 
Weiler clearly shows in Figures 4 and 5 how the ligament 52 is attached with sutures 48 to the 
jamming retainer 1 0 and the recesses structures never, when the jamming retainer 10 is tied to 
the ligament, complements or are capable of complement or has the ability to complement with a 
shape of the ligament. Thus, clearly the jamming retainer 10 of Weiler does not includes a recess 
adapted to complement a shape of the ligament as required by claim 49.
